Is showing encouraging signs of being 
ready to come to grips with a problem 
playing havoc with Ohio’s pocketbook and 
conscience. 
The problem is confirmed juvenile de­ 
linquency—how to cope with it and curb 
ft. 
For years, Ohio has done nothing while 
wondering what to do. And all this time, 
state institutions, sud) as Boys Industrial 
School near Lancaster and Girls Indus­ 
trial School near Delaware, have been 
cmnpounding the problem. 
Overcrowded and understaffed, these in­ 
stitutions have become high-cost class­ 
rooms in crime. Youngsters capable of 
rehabilitation aren’t being rehabilitated. 
Instead, they’re rubbing shoulders with 
hardened young criminals who have been 
through toe routine at least once before 
and exert more influence over the other 
inmates than he saff. 


OHIO YOUTH Services Advisory Board 
pointed to that fact last wade in its report 
on BIS. This “human warehouse,” it said, 
is so ineffective SI per cent of the in­ 


mates today are boys who have been in 
and out of BIS at lead once before. 
The board, an arm of the Youth Com­ 
mission, suggests cutting the population 
from the present 1,047 to at least 700. 
The answer for now, it says, is to create 
youth camps around the state, give the 
boys decent surroundings and a chance 
to learn a trade and become useful 
citizens. 
And Y o u t h Commission Chairman 
Wayne Fogle has suggested doing away 
with GIS by putting the girls in private 
institutions where, he says, the cost will 
be lower and the care better. 


AT THE HEART of both proposals Is 
toe thought that decentralization will in­ 
crease rehabilitation potenial and will 
prevent youngsters on the path to delin­ 
quency from ever arriving. 
Although we don’t know that the Youth 
Commission proposals would cut the de­ 
linquency rate significantly, we do know 
the present system isn’t doing the job. 
Further wondering and waiting isn’t go­ 
ing to solve anything. 


Candidate By November? 


Hie unhappy dday in determining the 
winner of Pennsylvania’s Democratic sen­ 
atorial race has brought the whole vot­ 
ing procedure of toe state under scru­ 
tiny. 
Official tabulations are not yet near 
completion in the contest between Sec­ 
retary of Internal Affairs Genevieve Blatt 
and Justice Michael Musmanno, and it 
may be two weeks before “the king 
count" is finished. 
Allegheny Comity commissioners over 
the weekend urged legislation to be adopt­ 
ed to have voting machines replace pa­ 
per ballots to banish "delay, confusion 
and even suspicion” in the Keystone 
State's elections. 
Whether or not voting machines — ef­ 
ficient, but expensive — are the answer 
deserves a full study. 
But a tightening of the general election 
regulations and the introduction of a little 
speed and efficiency might help too. 
Only 21 of Pennsylvania’s 67 counties 
have actually certified the results of the 
April 28 election. Today is the deadline 
for “official" certification of ballots—but 


there are no penalties for failure to meet 
it. 
Meanwhile, 
Pennsylvania 
Democrats 
are hoping they will have a S e n a t e 
candidate in time for the November elec­ 
tion. 


Safety Begins At Home 


Despite the potential hazards of h o t 
metal, machinery and other equipment 
and conditions of the steel mill environ­ 
ment, statistics show the average steel­ 
worker is safer on the job than off. 
At Crucible Steel Co. at Midland, Weir­ 
ton Steel Co. and other district plants, 
safety programs are helping to protect 
employes from accidents. 
Throughout the nation, steel producers 
are now concentrating on improving the 
off-the-job safety record of workers, point­ 
ing out the need for increased alertness 
to the dangers in the home and on the 
highway, and listing methods of prevent­ 
ing mishaps involving the employe and 
his family. 
• Workers in all industries should remem- 
that safety, like charity, begins at home. 
Might Be A Better Way 


Government pay boosters are flexing 
their muscles again, with the encourage­ 
ment of President Johnson. L i k e his 
predecessors, Mr. Johnson claims his ad­ 
ministration is hard put to find capable 
people to serve at present federal pay 
scales. 
But the catch in federal pay-boosting is 
the fact it would boost the pay of toe 
U.S. representatives and senators w ho 
must authorize the boosting. This makes 
legislators look as if they were stealing a 
ride on the other fellows’ gravy train. 
It rubs the fur of their constituents the 
wrong way — the idea that legislators can 
raise their own pay when the rest of us 
must bargain, wheedle, threaten, cajole, 
plead and strive to keep up with devalua­ 
tion of the dollar. 


IT’S NOT THE money but the psychol­ 
ogy that blocks proposals to improve fed­ 
eral pay scales. Might there be a better 
way to handle this ticklish public responsi­ 
bility?

disclosed that the Soviets have 
intensified their efforts to seep 
agents into the FBI itself, the 
Central Intelligence Agency, the 
State Department and the Unit­ 
ed States Information Agency. 
Mr. Hoover would not have 
singled out these agencies if he 
did not have specific evidence 
to prove that new Soviet spy 
“nets,” similar to thorn operat­ 
ing in the late ’30s, were func­ 
tioning in Washington. 
The FBI director gave only 
one clue to possible Soviet in­ 
filtration techniques. He re­ 
vealed that Soviet units across 
the U.S. are seeking out bright 
youngsters and offering to pay 
their way through American uni­ 
versities and scientific institu­ 
tions if the young men and 
women pledge to seek govern­ 
ment jobs after graduation — 
and then “cooperate” with Mos­ 
cow’s intelligence. 
Since this is an investment 
in time, the Russians are ap­ 
parently preparing themselves 
for the long haul as an enemy 
of our land.

Party Leaders Analyze White House Candidates 


This brochure is but one of 
many mailings. In addition, 
the Communists have a large 
and varied press for Ha 10,000 
members. Here are at least nine 
publications which are Commun­ 
ist media, according to the 
sworn testimony of J. Edgar 
Hoover before a congressional 
committee: The Worker, The 
Morning Freiheit, The Peoples’ 
World, Political Affairs, Main­ 
stream, 
Freedomways, Com­ 
munist Viewpoint (a Communist 
youth publication), Labor To­ 
day (a union magazine) and La 
Nueva Voz. 


IN ADDITION, a Communist 
newspaper in the Chinese lan­ 
guage has begun to appear 
sporadically in N ew York’s 
“Chinatown” area. 
No project fazes them. They 
are now planning a big na­ 
tional youth conference for some 
time in June. They still are 
pushing their college speaking 
program—not so much to re­ 
cruit the students on the spot 
as to brainwash some so that 
they will return to the party if 
they cannot find jobs upon 
graduation. 
At least 65 per cent of the 
party's new membership signed 
up in the latest recruiting drive 
were students or recent grad­ 
uates. 
Atop all this are the party’s 
plans for participation in the 
coming election. Where it can’t 
get on the ballot, Gus Hall, 
American 
Communist 
party 
leader, is planning a write-in 
campaign for his people. Their 
objective is to get at least one 
man or women into Congress. 
He could be a camouflaged fol­ 
lower from one of the party’* 
150 front organizations. 
Although the Communist party 
U S A. is not about to storm 
Capitol Hill, it’s evident that 
recent reports of its slow death 
are grossly exaggerated.

tion campaigns in past years. 
The Republican party is going 
to have a hard time winning 
against President Johnson any­ 
way. It easily can sweep away 
all chances of victory by what 
it does between now and the 
time of the national convention. 
The difficulty really lies in 
toe fact that many of the sup­ 
porters of the various can­ 
didates are ignoring the rank- 
and-file opposition to the ad­ 
ministration in power. It’s being 
mistakenly assumed that to pro­ 
ject the virtues of this or that 
prospective nominee and to rid­ 
icule or denounce or smear 
some other rival candidate is 
the way to win delegates. 
The public is generally unfa­ 
miliar not only with how dele­ 
gates are chosen at a national 
convention but with the part 
that “grass roots” sentiment 
truly plays. The psychology of 
party conventions ii not easy to 
analyze. Yet certain things are 
clear. They have happened in 
the past and are likely to hap­ 
pen again. 
When, for instance, there is a 
prevalent sentiment in a party, 
it Is important that no faction 
shall alienate it. 


THE SENTIMENT may not 
have a majority behind it, but 
as long as it is the only organ­ 
ized expression within a party 
definitely 
related 
to certain 
principles and issues, there is 
every reason not to attempt to 
demolish it. 
Of all the candidates w h o s e 
names have been advanced for 
the Republican nomination, the 
one who has been most tactful 
in avoiding antagonism against 
the other candidates is former 
Vice President Nixon. He knows 
something about convention psy­ 
chology and realizes that, if he 
is to have a chance himself for 
the nomination, it will come only 
by being friendly to all the 
groups supporting other candi­ 
dates. 
Bascially, the one point that 
has to be recognized in analyz­ 
ing the Republican situation is 
that in the number of delegates 
Sen. Barry Coldwater today is 
in the lead. He already has a 
large bloc of delegates pledged 
to him and, in addition, a siz­ 
able group who are uncommit­ 
ted but lean in his direction. By 
all 
the 
rules 
of 
politics, 
he should have his chance at the 
convention to demonstrate his 
maximum strength. 
lf in the next eight weeks his 


opponents gang up on him, by 
secret coalitions or otherwise, a 
substantial number of people in 
the 
Republican 
party 
who 
believe that Sen. Coldwater re­ 
flects In a dedicated way the op­ 
position to the Democratic party 
policies of the last several years 
will be alienated. 


THIS COULD produce a large 
stay - at - home vote among 
Republicans 
on election day. 
Many of the Coldwater support­ 
ers would prefer Lyndon John­ 
son to some Republicans now 
being boomed for the nomina­ 
tion. 
To put it another way, if the 
Republican party is, in effect, 
to join toe opposition with a 
“me-too” philosophy, instead of 
making a 
real fight against 
what are considered to be to­ 
day’s socialistic trends, not a 
few of the same Coldwater peo­ 
ple would rather continue Lyn­ 
don Johnson as president. 
What should be the strategy 
of 
those 
Republicans 
who 
are inti-Goldwater? It should be 
to let the Coldwater movement 
take its natural course and en­ 
deavor by the platform planks 
to express their principles so 
that any candidate named will 
be bound by the platform decla­ 
rations. 
The first two or three ballots 
will 
register 
the 
maximum 
strength of Sen. Coldwater. If 
he continues to gain on etch 
ballot, he may win some of the 
uncommitted 
delegates, 
who 
usually climb on the bandwagon 
lf they think the front runner Is 
in reach of a majority. 
If 
the 
Coldwater majority 
fails to materialize after two or 
three 
ballots, 
this question 
arises: to what candidate should 
the 
Coldwater 
strength 
be 
given? Should it go to some can­ 
didate 
who 
represents dia­ 
metrically opposite policies aq^ 
principles? Should it go to some­ 
one who has been friendly to 
the Coldwater side? 


THERE HAS been a decided 
anti-Goldwater tone in many of 
the speeches by the other candi­ 
dates, some of whose supporters 
have outspokenly criticized or 
belittled the Arizona senator. 
One Republican senator f r o m 
the East has intimated that he 
might not support the party's 
candidate if Mr. Coldwater is 
nominated. These are hardly the 
tactics 
that 
will 
produce 
harmony in a party. 
At the moment, nobody knows 
whether Sen. Coldwater wi l l 
have enough votes to win the 
nomination, but it is conceded 
that he has the largest number 
and will go to the convention 
with a good margin. 
lf he should fail to get a ma­ 
jority after two or three ballots, 
it seems likely that his strength 
will go former Vice President 
Nixon more readily than to Gov. 
Rockefeller or Gov. Scranton or 
Ambassador Lodge. There is no 
evidence, of course, that Sen. 
Coldwater is in any sense out of 
the running.

Pope Forms 
Unit To Link 
Other Faiths 
VADCAN CITY (AP) - Pope 
Paul VI is creating a Vatican 
secretariat to work for closer 
relations between the Roman 
Catholic Church and non-Chris­ 
tian religions. It may bring re­ 
ligious leaders of East and West 
together on a regular basis for 
the first time in history. 
The Roman Catholic ruler an­ 
nounced Sunday that he would 
create the Vatican agency soon 
to promote contacts with Bud­ 
dhists, Hindus, Moslems, Jews 
and members of Otho- faiths 
outside Christianity. 
Paolo Cardinal Marella, 69, 
will head the new congregation. 
He is archpriest of St. Peter’s 
and a former apostolic delegate 
to Australia and Japan. 
Roman Catholic churchmen 
in different parts of the world 
have numerous contacts with 
clergymen from other religions. 
Representatives of non-Christian 
faiths are received at the Vati­ 
can during visits. But this will 
be the first concerted official 
Vatican effort to promote closer 
ties with such religions. 
The Vatican already has 
secretariat to promote unity 
with non-Catholic Christians. 
Pope Paul did not specify how 
the secretariat would work or 
what problems it would take up 
with non-Christian religions. But 
it was believed that regular vis­ 
its, and perhaps even assign­ 
ments, of non-Christian spokes­ 
men to the headquarters of the 
Catholic Church were a strong 
possibility. 
Vatican sources stressed that 
the secretariat, like the secre­ 
tariat for Christian unity, would 
not strive for conversions. 
“ It is a question of trying to 
achieve better understanding all 
around,” said a spokesman.

New Items On Market 
More Plastics Featured 
In Material For Building

New building materials ap­ 
pear on the market with such 
frequency these days that it is 
almost impossible to keep track 
of them. 
One way not to fall too far 
behind in mentally cataloging 
now products and different ap­ 
plications of old ones is by at­ 
tending as many public an d 
trade exhibitions as possible. 
We’ve been doing just that in 
recent months, our most recent 
visit being to the displays of 
building products at the N e w 
York World’s Fair. 
An especially noticeable fea­ 
ture of many of the attractive 


room layouts at the various pa­ 
vilions has been the increasing 
variety of uses of laminated 
plastic.

Orders Spur 
Steel Market 


CLEVELAND (AP)-An In­ 
crease in orders by some con­ 
sumers has caused steelmen to 
speculate that the s u m m e r 
slack period may be less sev­ 
ere than anticipated last month, 
Steel magazine said today. 
A slowdown in the a u t o in­ 
dustry has been partly offset 
by a p i c k u p in appliances, 
structural fabricators, railroad 
car builders, machinery manu­ 
facturers and shipbuilders, the 
metalworking weekly reported. 
“Operations are at the high­ 
est level in ll months,” Steel 
said. “This week’s production 
will exceed the 2,492,000 tons 
produced last week.” 
Operations in Cleveland and 
Youngstown steel mills are up 
while production has leveled off 
in C i n c i n n a t i , Steel said. 
Youngstown mills are up to 72 
per cent of capacity and dis­ 
trict production in Cleveland is 
at the highest level since June 
1963.

Young couples furnishing a 
first home have different re­ 
quirements from those of an 
established family, points o u t 
long-time designer - decorator, 
William Gulden, who teaches a 
college course for credit at 
Queens College in New York. 
“They should know how much 
money they have at the start to 
spend, what type of furnishings 
they want — modem, tradition­ 
al or whatever, what colors they 
like told whether they will live; 
in a house or apartment,” he 
says. 
Gulden would like to s e h 
every 
couple 
start 
with 
a 
decorator, “not only for the ease 
of decorating, but the saving in 
money and confusion.” 
They should at least start out 
equipped with knowledge, he 
says. He has devised a formula 
for decorating, Dial-a-Style, to 
be published soon that he hopes 
will be helpful. By s p i n n i n g 
wheels directed to styles, one 
finds out historical backgrounds, 
what fabrics, accessories and 
colors accompany the s t y l e 
dialed. 


“ANOTHER important idea is 
a floor plan. A large piece (rf
